W ith 
reductions

folds are going to bid up prices, 
P is believed. B u t if the govern­ 
ment 
force 
individuals 
to 
save 
their money, there would not be 
such fierce competition for a va il­ 
able consumer goods as m anufac­ 
ture of peace time things is re­ 
duced. 


A B ritish economist by the name 
of John M aynard Keynes rigged up 
a sort of enforced savings plan for 
G reat Britain, which from all re­ 
ports, is w orking smoothly.

If "enforced savings” become a 
part of the governm ent fiscal plan 
to brake inflationary tendencies, 
reduce consumer purchasing pow­ 
er, and, incidently, swell govern­ 
ment funds available for defense 
work, w hat form w ill the savings 
take ? 
A look at the British plan, as 
it is operating today, m ay give 
a clue of things to come. 


The British "enforced savings" 
plsn is a part of the income tax.

governm ent promises, w ill be re­ 
turned to the paver at the end of 
the w ar in 
the form 
of postal 
savings receipts, which are cash­ 
able. 


Take, 
for instance,

a year. He pays a total income of 
£13 or $52. A t the end of the war,

£13 back.
